The Township 
Transit bus has been painted white 
with red and black accents, and 
accommodates 15 passengers. 

None of die plans or choices 
have been "set in stone" Antioch 
Township Supervisor Steven Smouse 
said, but die plan is beginning to 
take place. 

. Bus users will be able to reserve 
a spot on die bus and die bus will 
provide curbside service for those 
who have signed up. When it is set 
up, residents can call 847-265-RIDE 
(7433) for a reservation. The service 
is meant to help senior citizens 
maintain their independence and 
still get around. The bus is wheel 
chair accessible. 

For now, plans would call for the 
bus to make three round trips a day

Menards completes 

final plat agreement to 

continue building

Ever since word first leaked out 
that Vince and Arlene Tomasello had 
plans to build on property at Route 
59 and Bowles Road, adjacent resi- 
dents have been very concerned. 
Currently that land is zoned residen- 
tial and it is surrounded by residen- 
tial property. The neighbors do not 
want it used commercially. 

The village has announced there 
will be a public hearing on this mat- 
ter on Nov. 10 at p.m. in the village 



boardroom. The hearing is one of a 
number of hearings that night, so 
the starling time may not be exact. 

The hearing is part of the plan- 
ning and zoning board meeting that 
begins at 7:30 p.m. That board will 
study die plans, make suggestions 
and forward a recommendation to 
the village board whether to approve 
thc'plans. When it comes before the 
village board, they are die ones who 
will have the final vote on it. 

The Tomasellos are asking that 
the land be rezoned to business and 
a denser residendal area. They 
would like to build a commercial 



restaurant and banquet facility and 
town homes on the approximate 12 
acres. 

Residents who would like to 
appear before die board and express 
their opinions, cither for or against, 
will be allowed to do so. 

The plans for this proposal were 
created by Everest Consulting and 
Design Studio, and presented Nov. 
12. They are available for public 
viewing at the Antioch Library and 
the village clerk's office in the 
Antioch Village Hall.

The village board required die 
Menard's developer, who also built 
Wal-Mart, to complete all agree- 
ments in die contract before they 
could begin their Menards project. 

The last sticking point was the 
intersection of Route 173 and Deep 
Lake Road. The roads are striped 
and run as diey are expected to run 
in die future. The only remaining 
improvement is die mast arms for 
die traffic signals to hold the street- 
lights above the road. 

The mast arms have each been 
ordered but construction of the cus- 
tom piece takes between six to nine 
months to create. They are expected 
in December, and trustees Pierce, 
Porch, Turner and die mayor voted 
in favor of moving ahead. Trustee 
Larry Hanson voted against it 
because he wanted to stick to die 



exact agreement. The village attor- 
ney said the mayor needed to vote 
since a fourth vote was needed 
due to the absence of Trustees 
Caulfield and McCarty. 

The village has approved 
plans for the construction of a 
Menards store near the new Wal- 
Mart on Route 173.

Round Lake Park resident Don 
Kenimer can make a claim that even 
legendary baseball players such as 
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Pete Rose and "Shoeless" Joe Jackson 
can't say- he's been inducted into a 
Hall of Fame. Kenimer, better known 
as "Stubbles" the clown, was recent- 
ly inducted into the Midwest Clown 
Association Hall of Fame. 

The induction is a great honor 
for Kenimer who has worked as a 
clown for more than three decades. 

"I was happy about it because of 
all the hard work I've done over the 
years," Kenimer said. 

The average person may not be 
aware of the Midwest Clown 
Association, but the award holds its 
prestige widiin the industry as die Hall 
of Fame only has just over 40 mem- 
bers since recognition began in 1986. 
In order to qualify for die Hall of Fame, 
clowns must amass points in compe- 
titions for skits, make-up and bal- 
loons. 

Balloon animals are a mainstay in 
his occupation and Kenimer certainly 
has that skill mastered. "Stubbles" has 
more dian 100 different balloon fig- 
ures in his repertoire and according to 
personal friend Jerry Wells, he's always 
ready to show off his skills. 

"He's never widiout his balloons, 
when we go out to eat, we'll usually 
make a bundi of cartoon characters 
and place diem around die table," 
Wells said.

As for how he got his start, 
"Stubbles" began his impressive 
clowning tenure at an age when most 
people are still worried about dieir 
first airs. 

"When I was a kid, I met a clown 
and he got me interested in it," 
Kenimer said. "When I got out of high 
school, I went right into it and learned 



as much as I could, going to clown 
camps and shows. . .1 just like to make 
people happy."

A weekend of balmy weather led area resi- 
dents to learn what live was like in die 1600s, 
1700s and 1800s. Trail of History returned to 
Glacial Park in Ringwood for die weekend, 
after an educadon day for classes. 

The event is run annually by McHenry 
County Conservation District, setting up the 
early history of the Illinois Country of the 
Northwest Territory. "Forging A Living" was 
die theme this year. 

"It would cost 13 cents to send a letter 
across town, but it would cost 37 cents if you 
wanted to send it more dian 500 miles, Back in 
1820-21, a working lady would make 50 to 75 
centes a day. Plus you would have to do jobs 
such as shoveling coal. But the written word is 
very important. It is a way to preserve some- 
thing. A father stopped by and gave his grand- 
daughter written love letters that he and his 
dad had written," said DonWeinreib of Round 
Lake. Wcinreib spent four days at the Trail of 
History, eating meals diere and sleeping in a 
tent. It has been something diat he has done 
for 17 of die trail's 19 years. "I have seen it 
grown from six tents to more dian 100," he 
said. His was among the first attendees saw 
after a 1.5-mile hike to the campsite. 

MCCD officials reported that 2,000 stu- 
dents went through UicTrail of History on edu- 
cation day, then 11,000 visitors attended over 
the weekend. 

Bob lanzen, not far away, was telling an 
audience how guns in die 1700s and 1000s 
worked 

"I have a double barreled shot gun. An 
appraiser from Europe said that it was made in 
Spain. On a farm, die ladies did not have to be 
accurate shots, only able to shoot at an animal 
if it came into camp.

The round bullet pellet could knock some- 
one down from close range or hit a tree a few 
hundred yards away, Janzen of Carpentersville, 
said.

Sue Eamor spent die weekend working 
widi yarn. "I made a belt out of one for six 
yards," she said. 

Swords and candle making and a parade 
as well as military maneuvers made for a full 
day. One could also learn how Glacial Park was 
formed, and population of townships in 
McHenry County in the 1800s. 

The Little Tavern in die countryside was 
back, with die room price still at 13 cents a 
night. 

"This is such a good event for families," 
said Jen Kottra of Crystal Lake. 

Many families took part in the scavenger 
hunt, while others checkd out die traveling 
medicine show or kids dress-up.

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When die mercury drops, tlie risk of home 
fires starts to rise. Heating equipment is the 
leading cause nationally of winter home fires 
and those fires are a major threat here as well. 

Although most people mink they are safest 
in their own homes, homes are actually where 
we are at greatest risk of fire death. The non- 
profit National Fire Protection Association 
{NFPA) estimates that 3,145 people died in 
home fires in 2003. More than 80 percent of 
fatal fires occur in die home. 

Firefighters work hard to help people 
understand home fire dangers, especially dur- 
ing Fire Prevention Week while visiting die area 
schools; diis year's theme: "Use Candles With 
Care -When you go out, blowout!" This impor- 
tant annual educational event has been spon- 
sored by NFPA for more than 80 years. It's the 
one time when the fire,service all across tlie 
United States and Canada join forces to make 
community fire safety education a top priority. 

And while October is known for fire safety 
in schools and workplaces and fire stations, 
autumn also signals the beginning of tlie heat- 
ing season. 

According to NFPA, heating equipment is 
tlie leading cause of home fires in die months 
of December, January and February. The 
organization estimates that roughly 55,000 
home heating equipment fires occurred in the 
latest year die organization studied. 

The Antioch Fire Department wants to 
keep our city safe and hold down die number 
of heating-related fires this season, but we 
need your help. 

National studies show diat most home 
heating equipment fires involve portable or 
fixed space heaters (including associated 
chimneys), because they require more atten- 



tion. 

Builders usually install central heating fur- 
naces; space heaters are more likely to be 
installed or placed by occupants and here is 
where caution should be observed. 

Fire Prevention Week is a good time to 
check out' your home's heating equipment 
because it comes just before die start of the 
heating season. Get your chimney inspected 
and the furnace tuned up. Make sure you have 
a fireplace screen. If you're buying new heating 
equipment, always select products listed by an 
independent testing laboratory. Choose a 
qualified installer and follow all codes and 
manufacturers' instructions. And save the 
user's guide that comes with the heating 
equipment, so you can keep it properly main- 
tained in tlie future. 

As your fire chief, it's my duty to tell you 
what I know about this seasonal fire hazard 
and provide you with the safety basics you 
need to prevent a heating equipment fire. 
Then it's up to you. Preventing heating equip- 
ment fires can be quite simple -just keep these 
safety tips in mind and you'll be on your way to 
a safer heating season. 

Keep tilings that bum at least 3 feet away from 
heating equipment. 

Use fireplaces, woodstoves, heaters and fur- 
naces properly and carefully, with good main- 
tenance. 

Get furnaces and chimneys inspected 
once a year and cleaned or repaired if needed. 
Closely watch children and petsjn rooms with 
heating equipment, and keep them safely 
away. 

Turn off portable space heaters when 
you get ready to sleep or if you leave the 
room.

The board voted to approve a reappoint- 
ment of Advisory Committee members. Tlie 
board majority felt for those members who did 
not respond they should be given thank-you 
letters. 

Heard a presentation from Director Bill 
Brookman about alternative heating for the 
FWA headquarters at 45 S. Pistakee road, 
Brockman said an infrared system would save 
some $1,800. "It will have a payback of 4-6 
years. We're looking at natural gas increases of 
50 percent," Brookman said.

he serenity of a quiet stretch of river can't 
be denied. Even as traffic rumbles by on 
Lake County's state and interstate high- 
ways, the Des Plaines River cuts a quiet swatch of 
forested land and watershed habitat through the coun- 
ty. 

There are more than 8,000 acres of river-side trail 
and greenway — comprising more thaii-85' percent of 
the Des Plaines — currently under- the protection of 
the Lake County Forest Preserves, thanks in no small 
part to voters' support for land acquisition referendum. 

From fishing to forest walks, the Des Plaines River 
Trail and Greenway offers getaways from the hectic 
pace of suburban life for county residents young and 
old/According to the forest preserve, the trail and 
greenway may be used for fishing, hiking, kayaking, 
canoeing, boating, bicycling, horseback riding, fishing, 
cross-country skiing and snowmobiling. 

The trail passes through eight parks on its mean- 
dering, river-side trip from the Cook County line to the 
Wisconsin border, and runs from Russell Road in 
Wadsworth to West Riverside Drive in Lincolnshire. 

The trail drops off from the southern village, but 
picks up again at Estonian Lane and runs south to Lake 
Cook Road. Plans are in the works to complete the 
one-mile break and connect West Riverside's ending 
point to Estonian.

Musical tlieatcr's best known if somewhat 
off-center optimist and its staunchest defend- 
er of chivalric ideals is making an appearance 
in a thrilling revival at Chicago's Court 
Theatre.

Don Quixote's story, pressing into service 
whatever props are at hand, takes on a life of its 
own with the reluctant help of other prisoners, 
even though diey consider him delusional as he 
tills at windmills and pauses at castles in his 
mind's eye.

His excellent recipe for Provencal Beans 
uses freshly harvested shell beans. However, 
given their seasonal nature, a viable (and conve- 
nient) alternative is to use canned cannellinl or 
other beans.

Warm the oil in a pan thai has a tight lid. 
Add the garlic, shallots, fennel bulb and salt.

Continue to cook on medium heat for 5 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Add die wine 
and simmer for a couple of minutes. Add the 
beans and tomatoes and bring to a boil.

with canned beans. Although these are fully 
cooked when you add diem, simmer canned 
beans for 15 minutes too, so that they'll absorb 
the seasonings. Canned beans tend to be well 
salted, so taste before adding more salt. 

When it comes to die seasonings, I like an 
assertive rosemary flavor; use the smaller 
amount if you want it more in the background. 
If you can make the recipe ahead of time, die 
flavors marry nicely; the beans keep for 4 to 5 
days in die refrigerator.

n 1953 Edward It. Murrow 
(David Strathaim of "A Map 
of die World," "Blue Car") 
was a well-respected and 
highly successful newsman 
and television personality, 
and host of the CBS docu- 
mentary-news magazine show, "See 
It Now." Murrow and his team of top 
news reporters and researchers head- 
ed by the show's producer Fred 
Friendly (played by George Clooney, 
"Ocean's Twelve") took on die pow- 
erful U.S. senator from Wisconsin, , 
Joseph McCarthy. 

McCarthy headed a mid-century 
witch-hunt for any perceived or sus- 
pected communists or communist 
sympaUiizers in the government. He 
felt there were 200 or so card-carrying 
communists in official capacities. 
McCarthy conducted hearings that 
resulted in people losing jobs because 
they were labeled as communist.

Murrow challenged McCarthy 
and eventually brought some sanity, 
and balance to the meaning of patrio- 
tism. Don Hollcnbeck (Ray Wise of 
"Two Can Play That Game") showed 
how people's lives could be affected 
when loyally to your country is ques- ■ 
tioned. How things play out between 
Murrow and McCarthy is a fascinat- 
ing story. 

This is Clooney's second feature 
film as a director.

Mundelein Police say they have 
enough information onjust under a 
dozen defrocked priests livirtg at St. 
Mary of lhe ; Lake Seminary to keep 
village residents safe. 

"The community is able to be 
comfortable with what we have and 
what we know," said Mundelein 
Police Chief Ray Rose. 

The Chicago archdiocese, 
released to police the names of II 
former clerics who have found new 
homes at the Mundelein seminary. 

Because the one-time priests 
were not convicted in a court of law, 
however, state and local statute that 
would require them to register with 
sexual offender lists do not apply.

IPA awards Top 10 

Open Meetings Act, 

FOIA violators 

The Illinois Press Association announced 
the creation of new annual "award" to identi- 
fy the 10 worst violators of both the Open 
Meetings Act (OMA) and the Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA), created to under- 
score the importance of compliance with the 
two laws. 

Nicknamed tlie "Worsty," die awards are 
divided into two categories of Top 10 Worst 
violations: 1} The Top-10 worst OMA viola- 
tors that represent the most egregious exam- 
ples of "closed door" behavior; and 2) The 
Top- 10 worst FOIA violators representing fla- 
grant practices of denying the public access 
to public records. 

Chris Doyle, publisher of the Daily 
Chronicle in DeKalb and an IPA board mem- 
ber, has coordinated the project with the 
cooperation of the IPA government relations 
staff. Doyle acknowledged the initial award 
recipients on Oct. 14, at IPA's annual conven- 
tion in Springfield. 

"We will announce only the top 10 viola- 
tors in each category, but there are hundreds 
of examples from which to choose through- 
out the state that could be considered. The 
fact is that despite all of the work this organi- 
zation (IPA) does to combat abuses of both 
OMA and FOIA, the problem continues to 
spiral out of control," Doyle said. 

IPA board President Scott Champion, 
who is co-president of Liberty Group 
Publishing in Monmouth, emphasized IPA's 
commitment to this issue. 

Champion said the IPA routinely works 
with the Attorney General's office to help 
strengthen and encourage understanding of 
both acts for die general public, local govern- 
ment officials and members of the news 
media. 

"Despite these efforts botii in the legisla- 
ture and through classroom-type training, 
the violations are not decreasing. Perhaps 
these awards will bring enough notoriety and

showing this year at the Illinois Press 
Association's (IPA) News/Editorial 
Convention in Springfield.

30 YEARS AGO -1975 

A review of the county's plan commis- 
sion hiker-biker trail plans left the Gurnee 
village trustees wondering if the need 
existed. 

A representative of the county plan 
commission met with village trustees in a 
special meeting to explain the county's 
plan, which consisted of a path along the 
right-of-way for Commonwealth Edison, 
die railroad and the forest preserve that 
would run basically along the Des Plaines 
River through die village. 

One of the main questions was 
whether such paths would be utilized 
enough to make it worthwhile, especially 
in the location that was recommended, 



25 YEARS AGO • 1980 

The Lake County ArsonTask Force con- 
tinued its war against that crime in Lake 
County. 

The. task force had been started lry 
1979, as agencies involved in fire and crime 



fighting got together to start a new 
approach to cases of arson. 

The statistics for 1980 through Oct. 4 
where as follows: 79 cases investigated, 21 
cases cleared, indicating a 26 percent solve 
ratio, resulting in 31 arrests.

Village officials are pretty much on the side of the coffee company, 
indicating that adding Starbucks means that their community "has 
arrived." Mayor Sal Saccommano sees Starbucks adding pizzazz to the 
mix of Wauconda business offerings. 

If providing a home for a Starbucks outlet is the key to carving out a 
niche in Amerca's social strata, a lot of towns still have a way to go. 
Starbucks isn't "everywhere" yet. As a status symbol, Starbucks has 300 
shops within 50 miles of Wauconda. So much for exclusivity. Maybe one 
man's status symbol works out to be another man's yawn. 

fust what does it take to "arrive" in the pecking order of Lake County's 
50 some municipalities? 

Antioch residents argued the "arrival" question a few years ago when 
homemakers deprived of "their very own" Wal-Mart mounted a cam- 
paign for a big box store. Wal-Mart won approval, so Antioch "arrived" 
in the eyes of big box store fans. If you can hit the jack pot with a big 
commercial enterprise, Gurnce "arrived" a long time ago with the estab- 
lishment of Gurnee Mills and Great America. 

Local history records that Libertyville turned thumbs down on 
Hawthorn Center when the opportunity presented itself to provide a 
home for a regional shopping center. So Hawthorn Center promoters 
built the center anyway, in the process spawning a community around 
all the stores— Vernon Hills. In this case, the "arriving" force arrived 
before there were householders concerned about arriving. Does this 
make sense? 

There was a time when Round Lake area civic leaders opined the lack 
of a McDonald's that would signal their ascension to inclusion to die 
mythical social order. McDonald's finally came and the community was 
off the races becoming west Like County's largest concentration of pop- 
ulation. Maybe there's something to the business of "arriving." 

Some towns have a history of arriving and rearriving every other gen- 
eratin or so, Grayslake and Libertyville are like that, first becoming 
prominent as retail service hubs in the early 1900's for neighboring farm 
families and later as commuter rail points in the 1920's. Grayslake next 
"arrived" in the eyes of many when the fairgrounds was established in 
1956 at Ute. 45 and 120 as a regional landmark. Later, the establishment 
of College of Lake County put the community in an enviable status as a 
seat of high learning that was cemented with the opening this fall of the 
Lake County University Center There's an argument that Libertyville 
"arrived" when automobile row as established four decades ago and a 
string of strip malls stretched Milwaukee Ave. into die county's longest 
"main street" in thel970's. Expansion and growth of Condell Medical 
Center in Libertyville is an undeniable "arrival." Recent arrivals (new 
residents) trace the Libertyville "arrival" to a flock of upscale restaurants 
with linen and candles on the table. And, yes, a Starbucks, on 
Milwaukee Ave. As can be seen, die definition of "arriving" is many and 
varied. 

For a number of Lake County communities, new residents don't 
equate "arrival" with a commercial enterprise or an important public 
building. Arrival means settling into a sparkling new home with a nice 
yard that's situated in a well manicured subdivision with a catchy name. 
Cache. Pizzazz. Panache. Whatever. A doorbell with a friendly sound 
signals arrival. What more do you need? 
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Unprofessional conduct 

This is a letter in response to the actions of the Village of Round Lake 
Park Attorney Albert Wysocki. At a recent board meeting Mrs. Mary Pcrillo 
stated her feelings on die possible action of eminent domain on a parcel 
of property on Hainesville Road.

1 did not vole in favor of his re-appoint- 
ment as the village attorney by Mayor Bauer because of these types of 
actions which have occurred much too often.

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A letter written by Shields Township Supervisor 
Charles Fitzgerald left some false impressions 
about funding for North Chicago schools. 
School District 187 in North Chicago received 
almost $20 million in state funding last year. This repre- 
sents more than 47 percent of the district's total revenue. 
Statewide, the proportion of funding diat school districts 
received from the state averaged only 30 percent, so 
School District 187 is and has been receiving significant 
assistance at the state level. 

The real issue confronting North Chicago schools as 
they struggle to survive is a severe federal funding short- 
fall. If military housing at the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Center is reduced so that less than 30 percent of the stu- 
dents in Nortii Chicago schools are from military fami- 
lies, School District 107 will receive only $750 per stu- 
dent in federal funding instead of the $6,150 in super- 
impact aid they currendy receive. This will leave them 
with a more than $7 million cut in funding. 

We have all tried to better understand die issue and 
the impact on our schools and education of our students 
dirough a series of bipartisan legislative hearings and 



communitywide discussions. The Senate Appropriations 
Committee has held hearings witii area educators, par- 
ents, and community leaders to discuss how to accurate- 
ly add up the costs of the proposed changes in military 
housing and ensure sufficient classroom resources in 
light of diese anticipated changes. 

Mr. Fitzgerald's comments would have been better 
directed to our federal legislators. The federal govern- 
ment has not been meeting its obligation to School 
District 187. Even the super-impact aid does not match 
the per-student expenditure in the district, so the finan- 
cially strapped school district has long been subsidizing 
the students of military families. 

These facts underscore die importance of the cur- 
rent negotiations between the U.S. Navy, the housing 
developer, and School District 187. In order to keep die 
necessary funding in place, it is critical that die negotia- 
tors be able to guarantee tiiat Nortii Chicago will contin- 
ue to receive super-impact aid.

Replace superintendent 
for way back to fiscal sanity 

Now that die voters and taxpayers in Winthrop 
Harbor have spoken for the fourth time with a resound- 
ing "no," a cursory review of that referendum is in order, 
by an outsider. 

Being an outsider was one of the charges raised by 
the school supporters as if no one except a born and 
raised Harborite had any right to be involved and partic- 
ipate in the Referendum. 

Everyone in the Slate of Illinois had a vested interest 
in the Winthrop Harbor school issue, because about tiiir- 
ty-five percent of the school's resources come from the 
State which myself and other outsiders pay. 

Outsiders felt special elections were against fair elec- 
tion policy and should be stopped. 

Everyone in die entire county had a vested interest in 
the Windirop Harbor school issue because die school 
receives Federal aid which myself and other outsiders pay. 

The proponents and Dr. James Tenbusch never 
made their case for the referendum. They could not 
explain why the District needed more money. They only 
focused on the "outsiders". 

The opponents' message was very clear, honest and 
accurate. The District with a G 1/2 percent student 
increase during a period of 43 percent inflation, all since 
the tax cap was enacted, saw the total revenue for die 
Distirct increase by nearly 120 percent. More than 
enough with property taxes to die school up about 140 
percent, all during die past 13 years. 

Here are some recommendations for the Winthrop 
Harbor school board to solve their problem and put die 
school back on track. 

Dismiss Supt. James Tenbusch at your earliest 
opportunity. His remedy of more cuts, a state takeover, 
stealth referendum tactics and consolidation with 
another nearby school district are grounds for replace- 
ment for die superintendent's malfeasance. 

Your tiiird school building that is full of asbestos and 
full of kids should be closed and die students moved to 
die two odier school buildings where you have space. 
Your school District promised tiiat years ago. This would 



save you thousands of dollars in administrative and 
operating costs. 

The referendum was going to cost the $200,000 
homeowner an extra $260 the First year and forever. Tiiat 
home value is below the Harbor's average home value. 

The referendum would have brought anotiier half 
million dollars to die district.' 

Raise student fees. An additional couple of hundred 
dollars per student could more than make up for the 
failed referendum. Parents and referendum promoters 
wanted everyone else to pay. It is your children, if you 
really are concerned about tiie PE program, band, etc. 
pay for your child's participation. If you really love your 
district and your kids, 1 cannot imagine you not agree- 
ing.. 

The result of your paying more is you will pay atten- 
tion to your school board, attend finance meetings and 
become more involved because it is more of your money 
for your child. 

If you do not agree, do as some of your zealots told 
the seniors in Winthrop Harbor iftliey could not pay — 
move. Now if you will not pay, you move.

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It was a year ago last June that I wrote 
a column heaping praise on the vil- 
lages of Antioch, Wadswordi, Old 
Mill Creek and the city of Zion for 
their formation of the Northwest Route 
173 Corridor Council to coordinate devel- 
opment planning at their boundaries. It 
was a bold move on their part to stem the 
tide of rampant development, mostly in 
unincorporated areas that border their vil- 
lages. 

Earlier columns of mine criticized 
municipalities and villages for racing to 
see which would be first to accept devel- 
opments, often annexing areas and mak- 
ing favorable zoning decisions to welcome 
large-scale developments. It was just 
inevitable that sprawl and the collateral 
school, infrastructure, and tax problems 
would follow. 

So, when these fine and enlightened 
communities opted to utilizing the state's 
Local Resources Management Act with 
blessings of the county's planning agency, 
it was a breath of fresh air, It would have 
guaranteed that most of the 3,300 acres 
within their agreement area would be 
open space in the future and where devel- 
opment would be allowed, it would be on 
5-acre lots. 

As the saying goes,"the best laid plans 
of mice and men go awry," and that's what 
has evidently happpened to the Route 173 
Corridor Council Plan. The Antioch Village 
Board, by a 4 to 2 vote, opted out of its 
participation with the Corridor Council. 

When I wrote that column over a year 
ago, I said that most everybody said "it's a 
long time coming," and they were relieved 
of the positive coordinated effort by the 
communities. I was among those who 
hailed the decision and I said at the time 
that everything appeared to be "on a fast 
track." It was an example of smart growth, 
rather than the fast growth decisions that 
have choked our communities. 

I remember that there were some 
skeptics at the time who said I'll believe it 
when I see it.' Boy, were they right. I guess 
that they could see that the large develop- 
ers were "all over the place," and nothing 
was going to stop their "land stampede." 

Hopefully, all is not lost. To his cred- 
it, Wadsworth Mayor Ken Furlan has said 
that the remaining members of the 
Corridor Council will continue to operate 
and will adjust to losing its partnership 
with the.Village of Antioch. Also, Antioch 
Mayor Dorothy Larson has said that she 
will continue to meet and consult with the 
other members of the Council regarding 
development plans and issues, 

It is a much more awkward position to 
deal with one another "from without, 
rather than from within." I believe, from 
all that I had heard about the Council, that 
every member of it would be able to work 
from within so that all decisions that it 
made would be with total agreement from 
all of the members. 

Since Mayor Larson is so amenable to 
continue to have a working relationship 
with the other members of the Council, I 
would hope that she will use her leader- 
ship to reconsider the action taken by the 
village board. It is such a futuristic policy 
with intergovernmental cooperation that 
would be a model for other communities 
to follow. 

With such a positive start that was 
made over a year ago, it would be a shame 
for all of that effort go to waste. Let's hope 
that the four communities can again get 
together into a meaningful relationship for 
the good of all.

We have a daughter who is very 
active and always has been. She can pay 
perfect attention to things, but still 
always has to move around, When we sit 
down to dinner, she will sit on her foot 
and wiggle, etc. We're not sure if we 
should get in the way of it. We are 
absolutely against medication for her 
and we know from reading your past 
columns that you are an avid propo- 
nent of teaching kids new skills. Can 
kids be taught to sit still? N.N. 

HiN.N., 

From what 1 have seen in my practice, my 
answer to you is a definitive yes. But, my yes 
is one that has some restrictions. I have spent 
the last decade and a half teaching "jitter- 
bugs" to be still and kids to change all kinds 
of negative behavior patterns that get in the 
way of their success. It can be done, but what 
is necessary to do this is die parent s determi- 
nation and commitment to see it through. 
The only reason I have ever seen an attempt 
at behavior change foiled is parents give up 
on it or change it in some way and don't fol- 
low through. Unfortunately, they try it and 
then realize it isn't changing within an hour, 
and they then feel it must be something more 
than behavior. My experience with, now 
1000s of kids and families, is that the behav- 
ior changing tactics need to be implemented 
for several weeks without fail and without 
break. They need to be a way of life, used 
repetitively; that is what works*. I've used it 
with plenty of "jitterbugs" and have had suc- 



cess teaching even the most "wiggly" kid how 
to hold his or her body'still for increasing 
amounts of time. 

Now, just to be certain that something 
physical isn't going on with her, you may 
want to check with the pediatrician for a nor- 
mal physical. Don't get alarmed. I heard you 
say you are against medication for the wig- 
gles as a first line of action. I am not talking 
about that when I mention pediatrician. 
What I am referring to is other tilings that 
. might make sitting still hard for a child, like 
rashes, allergies to detergent, muscle or nerve 
problems, etc. If nothing physical is found, 
then you should follow up in a behavioral 
way. Even if something physical is found, fix it 
and follow up in a behavioral way. Just 
because you fix the physical doesn't make the 
habit that has been practiced for so long slop. 

■ Parents need to be aware of tilings that 
get in the way of stopping behavior like this. 
Parents can get intimidated and back off 
when die kid starts fighting back. By fighting 
back, I mean doing anything and everything 
to get parents to stop trying to change some- 
thing comfortable for the kid. Kids cry, 
scream, yell, call names, say horrible things, 
etc. to keep the power balance the way it is. 
And don ,t think that because your child is 
only 4 that the battle will be any easier or less 
intense. It isn't. When a parent comes in and 
says it,s Jime to change this habit, kids do not 
usually let that go without some sort of fight. 
If parents are prepared ahead of time, they 
don't get so thrown off by it and can respond 
correctly and successfully, so parents can still 
be very effective with making the behavior go 
away. It isn't the most fun you could have 
with your child but the results are worth it. 

Another thing that gets in the way is the 
belief in some son of underlying disease 
process causing the problem. Most of what I 
have seen in 17 years of practice is about bad 
habits: Bad habits that need the right kind of 
training. After taking a history about most of 
the "wiggly" kids, I find that there has never

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really been any attempt to stop the wiggling 
until they reach a certain age We must 
remember that up until that age, if they were 
allowed to act a certain way without 
response, why would they change all of a 
sudden, and why would they want to change? 
The answer is that they would not. Wiggling 
has been normal life for them. They are just 
doing what they have thought to be OK for all 
those years. What has changed is the circum- 
stances (for example, going to school for die 
first time where you have to sit still) or par- 
ents have had it up to their proverbial eye- 
balls with the behavior. If that child has been 
allowed to be wiggly for 4 years and all of a 
sudden in year 5, you are now bringing the 
boom down, you better be ready to do some 
very structured things and be ready to stick 
with it for a bit of time 

Just don't give up on it I have witnessed 
many, many wiggly kids leam how to control 
their Utile bodies and minds and keep in 
mind I do not work at all with medication. I 
work with self-control, which I view to be the 
main factor involved in anyone's present or 
eventual success.

For the third time in a year, 
Warren and Stevenson will meet 
on the football field this Friday in 
Gurnee in the team^' regular sea- 
son finale.

Both teamsare vying for a 
No. 1 seed in the postseason 
and have amassed a perfect 8-0 
record. And both would like to 
keep it that wa£ No matter what 
the outcome on Friday, you can 




be sure of one thing — these 
s are ready to rumble.* 
"It's like a shark smelling 
blood in the water or a bear com- 
ing' out of hibernation. We're 
hungry," senior running back 
Mitchell Moore said. "They're our 
rival and we're always reading V| 
about them in the paper.

It's been 12 long months 
since the last time' Moore and the 
Devils clashed with the Patriots. 
And try as they might, it's some- 
thing the i Devils will never forget. 

Warren had just defeated 
Stevenson 29-12 in Lincolnshire 
two weeks earlier, and was com- 
ing off a convincing win over 
Harrington in the Class 8A open- 
ing round. And when Moore ran 
JB0 yards for a touchdown on the 

lis' first possession, the team 
appeared well on their way to 
another win over their rival. 

However, Stevenson scored 
28 unanswered points arid held 
off a late Warren comeback, 
defeating the Devils 31-28 in 
front of a shocked crowd in 
Gurnee. Warren is hoping to 
avoid a repeat performance.

hallenge matches are a funny tiling. 
Most coaches use them to solidify their 
lineup, and also provide a competitive 
edge to their practices! Sometimes, 
though, they can help find a diamond in.the 
rough. 

Warren juniors Alice Wang and Rachel 
Falloshad played most of die regular season at 
No. 3 doubles, behind teammates Allison 
Taylor and Mallory Strakusek. Just before the 
North. Suburban Conference meet, Warren 
coach Vince DeSecki decided to hold a chal- 
lenge match between the two duos, which 
Wang and Fallos won, 

"It was a bit of a gamble that late in the sea- 
son," DeSecki said. 

And that gamble paid off last weekend as 
the duo qualified for state for the first time, fin- 
ishing fourth in the sectional tournament, host- 
ed by Warren. Senior teammates Kim Cholewa 
and Erica Kuchler also qualified, taking third. 

"They had been making breakthroughs and 
improvements, then they played their best 
match of the year against Antioch (Maggie 
Sabatino and Lindsay Clutter) in the quarterfi- 
nals," DeSecki said. "It ended up getting them 
to state." 

DeSecki was also pleased with the efforts of 
Cholewa and Kuchler, . 

"They were very scrappy and aggressive. 
They get a lot of balls at the net," DeSecki said. 
"They've also been two big leaders for us. 
They've filled that role that every team needs." 

DeSecki hopes his doubles duos are able to 
win at least a match in the top draw before 
heading to the consolation bracket Cholewa 
and Kuchler open the tournament against 
Lincoln-Way Central's Kaitlin Kulovitz and 
CaitUn Dodge at Conant High School on Friday, 
while Wang and Fallos will face Prairie Ridge's 
Jackie Schwartz and'Emily Murphy at Palatine 
on Friday. 

While DeSecki knew his doubles tandems 
had talent, he didn't expect diem to come 
through like they did on Saturday. 

"I've been really proud of the way doubles 
has held its own this year," he said. "They 
helped lead us to second in conference and the 
sectional. There were a lot of question marks 
before the season. I knew diey could play, but I 
didn't know if we'd put together the wins. And 
we did." 

Of course, that junior Karina Kocemba 
earned her second straight trip downstatecame 
as no surprise. Kocemba finished second in the 
sectional, falling to Lake Forest's Marissa 
Lambropoulos 7-6 (7-2), 6-4 in the finals. After a 
top-32 performance last year, DeSecki expects a 
similar, if not better, showing at state tfiis time 
around. 

"She's one of Uiose players that every coach 
loves to have, "DeSecki said. "She has an excel- 
lent work ethic and she's always trying to 
improve her game. I expect her to do well this 
weekend; she just needs to believe in her 
shots."

"They (Libertyville) are a very good foot- 
ball team and we knew we'd have to jump on 
them early and keep the pressure on them," 
-Bembry said. 

That's exacdy what Bembry did later in the 
first half. After Libertyville's Kevin Koza 
blocked a Warren punt, the Cats' NickNikolich 
fell on it in die end zone to give his team its 
first touchdown in five quarters, cutting the 
deficit to 14-7 with 3:47 left in the second 
quarter. 

The Cats seemingly had die momentum 
until Bembry snatched it right back on die 
ensuing kickoff, which he took 88 yards to die 
house, silencing the Libertyville faithful in the 
process. Bembry wasn't in much of a speaking 
mood after the play, eidier. 

"I was tired after I ran that back/' he said. 
"But it was a huge momentum swing. They 
(Libertyville) were pumped after they scored 
and they were trying to run down the field and 
get a lick on me and Mitchell. They didn't get it, 
though." 

, Libertyville coach Randy Kuceyeski agreed 
diat it was a critical play in the game. 

"We had everything going for us and we 
gave it right back," Kuceyeski said. "We really 
couldn't afford to do that, as much as we've 
been struggling offensively." 

The Cats' offensive struggles can been , 
seen simply by looking at the stats. After being 
shutout by Stevenson last week, Libertyville 
managed only 138 yards of total offense 
against Warren, including only 35 on the 
ground. Of course, the Devils' D had a little 
sorhediing to do wiUi it. 

"We really stepped it up tonight," said 
linebacker Myllano Kegg, who led Warren wiUi 
■ seven tackles and a sack. "We weren't going to 
let diem beat us again." 

Kegg has emerged as a key figure on 
Warren's defensive unit in die absence of sen- 
ior Josh Mose, who remains out with a frac- . 
tured foot. He currently leads the team in tack- 
les widi 59 on the season. • 

"He's really developed tiiis year. He's made 
some great progress," Mohapp said of Kegg, a 
junior. "Last year was his first in football, so it 
just shows the kind of potential he has diat he's 
been able to step in and get the job done." 

Mohapp also said tiiat the defensive line 
of Mike Slack, Jamaal Malum 1 , Chris Riley and 
D.J. Bryant, has also been key in Warren's 
defensive resurgence. 

Widi Warren up comfortably, 21-7, at half- 
time, it was able to switch gears in the second 
half, pounding die ball on die ground with 
Bembry and Moore (18 carries, 133 yards). On 
the opening drive of the third quarter, Moore 
took the handoff in Warren territory and 
surged through the line, dragging a 
Libertyville defender along die way, before 
reaching the end zone 51 yards later. 

Bembry and Moore combined for 320 
yards of total offense and scored three of 
Warren's fiyeTDs in the contest. 

"We're lucky to have die running back situ- 
ation we have," Mohapp said. "Bembry has 
really done a nice job of complementing 
Mitchell." 

Bembry agrees. 

"We compete a little bit to see what we can 
do, but we're on die same side," Bembry said. "If 
it's a play for me, Mitchell's going to sell the fake, 
and if it's a play for him, I'm going to block. 1 ' 
. Up next for Warren (8-0, 6-0 Lake) is 
unbeaten Stevenson, which knocked the 
Devils out of the second round in last year's 
playoffs. Libertyville (5-3, 4-2) travels to Zion- 
Benton on Friday. Despite die drop off after 
taking on two top-five teams in consecudve 
weeks, Kuceyeski knows his team will have to 
play well to defeat die Zee- Bees. 

. "We have to come back and win next 
week," Kuceyeski said. "The way we're playing 
offensively, we can't afford to take anyone 
lightly right now. It's humbling, but we'll be 
back."

Grant High would like a more secure feel- 
ing about its football playoff hopes when die 
selection assignments are announced Oct, 22. 
A win over Vernon Hills would cause several 
good things to happen, most notably a six- win 
regular season.

(since most never specified litem) anil ilic conflict bcttrecn ihelr 
current |ohs and llidr mission. 

A wise friend once (old me tint If I did not know where 1 was 

Soinc, any rnad would take mc there. Most of us have not taken 
ic lime lo carefully plan our lives. Therefore, we have no method 
of accomplishing our goals. Gonvcrsdy, most companies have a 
mission statement, strategic plan, tactical plan and implementation 
process. 

Each person that has done similar planning has a hosts for com- 
parison when evaluating a |ob opportunity. Since plans are dynam- 
ic, employees plans will change as will the corporate plan. At 
those limes, lite prior analysis can be re- thought. 

. when I leach life slralegy, I require each person to create a one- 
paragraph mission statement. That declaration Identifies die per- 
son's life objectives. When completed, it becomes the basts for (lie 
Individual strategic plans. There are six area's Jn which we da this 
high level plan. One or which Is financial. Our career plan ts a 
part of die financial umbrella since we all work primarily to sup- 
port ourselves. 

Planning, by definition Is an iterative process. In the career por- 
tion of die plan, we look at the primary goals for each person's 
employment, as we do for even' oilier topic In the strategic plan. 
Tti en we Integrate It with (lie other aspects of die financial goal and 
die five other areas' of the plan. Thai Is when we find die conflicts 
and start to wrestle with die discrepancies. 

As an example, a. person who wants to work an eight hour, day- 
time, weekday shift, but lias been working as an lilt nurse will have 
to reconcile dial conflict. Few emergency rooms are limited lo 
those hours, and most nurses dial work mere need to work some 
noii-cornTnliun.il hours. 

Likewise, an airplane mechanic who works on (umbo let engines 
and wants to lire In a remote rural location needs to decide how to 
I accomplish dial goal. Few Jumbo Jets frequent rural America. 

Do not fear, there ore usually answers lo these dilemmas. The 
nurse, for example, could train to work In a private geriatric prac- 
tice where die hours meet her needs. Or, she could change her 
goal to work a limited mini tier of the weekend and. nighttime 
hours, those dial conflict with her odicr goals. 

The mechanic could get die training to work on smaller planes. 
Other options Include moving to a less remote location or com- 
I muting to a more populated area for work while living In the 
remote area. 

There arc always options for achieving our goals. I lowcver, no 
one ever accomplishes all of their goals, since Uierc are always 
' conflicts dial require compromise. The real Issue Is lo identify the 
life needs. When dial Is done, we can build die career goals thai 
match those needs. Without die process, each of us Is destined lo 
work In a situation that docs not meet our needs. .

Illinois has fallen to a rating of 
47th out of tlie 50 states as a good 
place to open a business, Oberweis 
said. He wants to turn that around. 

The millionaire dairy farmer also 
said he is pro-life. 

"I realize it is a divisive issue. I 
believe that both those in favor of 
pro-life and pro-choice should be 
coming together on parental notifi- 
cation," he said. "To not require 
parental notification for abortion is 
absolutely wrong and crazy. 

"Neighboring states like Missouri 
and Indiana have parental notification 
laws and- unfortunately Illinois is 
becoming a dumping ground for peo- 
ple to bring kids into this state for 
abortions so that they don't have to 
notify parents. I really don't want my 
state to be known as an abortion 
dumping ground and I don't diink that 
people who are pro-choice do either." 

Oberweis js well known for his, 
stand against, illegal immigration - 
and said diatit will help him get the 
support of union members across., 
die state. 

"1 will get a lot more union mem- 
ber votes than 1 will union leadership 
votes. Union leadership, to a degree, 
looks at illegal immigration as. a 
potential source of new members. 



(But) union members look at illegal 
immigration as a potential source of 
competition," he said. 

Oberweis, who acknowledged 
immigration is a federal issue, sugi 
gested taking away die economic 
incentive for illegal immigration 
would help diminish die problem. He 
suggests enforcing the laws that make 
hiring illegal immigrants mandatory. 

"I believe fewer people would 
come," he said. 

Oberweis would also be 
opposed lo making it possible for 
illegal immigrants to get a driver's 
license. 

"A driver's license is good for a lot 
more tiian driving, especially since it 
is used as an ID for. boarding a 
plane," he said. 

In fact, he would like to see 
Illinois comply with the Real ID Act, 
which would have the driver's 
license act as national identification 
if it meets the standards of 
Homeland Security. , 

. Currently, Illinois does not meet 

:thbse standards, and President 

: George Bush could sign the bill, in 

May. As governor, Oberweis would 

take steps to see that Illinois would 

meet those standards. This would be 

a tool to fight terrorism, he said.
